A crew of men 
is already at work on this tunnel, and 1 
as it can he pushed all winter, it is 1 
not expected to delay the construction 
of the line. 
F u l l y 2,000 men are employed along 
the line by th*1 various contractors, j 
and there are also crews of men work­ 
ing on the terminal yards within the i 
city lunies. 
The road will run into

come to the conclusion that I will not

of President Davila.

spent in planning a revolution destined 
to put him In tin* place occupied by 
Davila. 
In 
Christmas 
tie 
found

ready and warlike ally. 
Tills soldier of fortune succeeded in 
getting out of the United Plates with 
two schoolers loaded 
with Gatling 
guns and small arm s and about a hun­ 
dred Americans, mostly residents of 
New Orleans and other towns of l o u ­ 
isiana. 
The guns were landed on the 
coast of Guatemala and thence taken 
across tin* border into Honduras. 
'l ids was late in June 
About three 
weeks were spent In organizing the 
“arm y.’* which, in addition to tilt* BMI 
Americans, consisted of JOO Hondu­ 
ran:- 
Early in August Christmas left 
Ullin, one of the Bay islands, where 


Orleans and filled Ids steamship with 
arms and munitions of war. 
The state departm ent took a hand, 
and the filibustering expedition was 
called off. 
Gordon made Ids way to 
Central America without tilt* Venus 
and alone. 


Escaped Death Sentence. 
Last May there arrived from Brazil 
on tilt' steamship Vasari another fail­ 
ure in tilt* person of George Vice, one 
of nine young soldiers of fortune who 
went forth to overcome the govern­ 
ment of Brazil. 
Vice is a Jerseyman, a resident of 
Hackensack. 
When he and his party 
reached Bahia in tin* spring of KMM) 
they joined a party of British and 
American adventurers in a plan to 
capture the small Brazilian town of 
Athens and gradually to overcome tilt* 
entire republic. 
They charged one 
night upon the police headquarters, 
hut their fire was returned, and so ef- 
fectively that one of the party, an 
Englishman, 
was 
killed 
and 
Vice, 
George* Gordon of New Jersey, who 
was one of tilt* nine, and an ex-Brit­ 
ish army officer wore wounded and 
captured. 
Gordon died of his wounds, and Vice 
and the Englishman wore tried and 
sentenced to death. 
The Englishman 
was executed, hut Vice, who had forty 
wounds, was no candidate for a first 
class execution, and so he was kept
